Thumbs  in  vest,  we  modestly  admit  that  Elmhurst  offers  the  only  5-day-a- 

week  dramatics  course  in  Allen  County.  Hurrah!  This  group  made  its 

debut  on  the  Elmhurst  scene  only  this  year  and  already  has  won  the  ' 

plaudits  of  the  student  body  for  their  presentation  of  plays  and  skits. 

Mr.  Sellers,  sponsor,  does  not  confine  himself  to  teaching  just  the  fine 
points  of  dramatics;  he  attempts  to  instruct  his  proteges  in  the  funda¬ 
mentals  of  theater  costuming,  make-up,  lighting,  and  set  design.
